Deputies Mailloux, snd HE responded to a fight call at err lower 
Boulevard. The call indicated that one of the involved parties was armed with a knife and 
described him as a male Hispanic who was bald and wearing no shirt. The call was later updated 
to indicate the individual armed with the knife had left the scene and was walking southbound on 

Bellflower Boulevard. 


While en route to the call, Deputy Mailloux saw an individual (later identified as Suspect Gibson) 
who matched the description standing in front of a market at 15700 Bellflower Boulevard. Deputy 
Mailloux drove into the parking lot to contact him_Deputies nd 
arrived a short time later. Deputies Mailloux and contacted Suspect Gibson. 
Deputy Mailloux attempted to detain and speak with Suspect Gibson regarding the call for service. 
Suspect Gibson stood with his fists clenched, and was uncooperative, belligerent and 
argumentative with Deputy Mailloux. Deputies Mailloux and -e Suspect 
Gibson several orders to place his hands behind his back for which he did not comply. 


Suspect Gibson responded by raising his clenched fists, blading his body and taking a fighting 
stance. He then yelled, “Fuck you, make me!" Suspect Gibson with fists clenched took a step 
toward Deputy Mailloux. Believing Suspect Gibson was possibly armed with a knife, as he had not 
been searched and was about to assault him, Deputy Mailloux used his baton and struck Suspect 
Gibson once on the left leg and several times on his upper left shoulder area. Suspect Gibson 
turned toward Dep TT 2c he (EES struck Suspect Gibson once in 
the right leg with the baton. Deputy Mailloux then ordered Suspect Gibson to turn around and 
place his hands behind his back. Suspect Gibson maintained his aggressive posture keeping his 
fighting stance. Deputy Mailloux struck him two additional times with his baton on the left shoulder 
area and Deputy (struck him several times on his right leg. 


Deputies Mailloux and B ocr Suspect Gibson to turn around, get down on his 
knees and place his hands behind his back. Suspect Gibson slowly complied with their orders. 
Once he was on his knees, Deputy [J approached Suspect Gibson and began to handcuff 
him. She placed a handcuff on his left hand but before she was able to handcuff his right hand he 
pulled it from her and lunged toward Deputy Mailloux, yelling, “Fuck you!” To stop Suspect 
Gibson's assault and prevent him from pulling his hands away from Sep uty Ec uty 
Mailloux struck Suspect Gibson one time in the face with his right elbow and secured his right arm 
allowing Deputy [to overcome his resistance and handcuff him. 


A butterfly knife was found near the area where the suspect had attempted to stab the victims, 
Deputy Rosa located the knife at mE the southbound traffic lane. 
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Co Reported Use of Force by involved Employseis) 
Deputies Mailloux, enc I submitted written reports documenting their 


actions and uses of force, which were consistent with the verbal notifications. 


Witness interview(s) 


Witness independent Witness): 

{interviewed who was 7 or 8 feet away when the incident occurred. Witness 
was reluctant to speak with me about what he had seen, but agreed to when | ensured him 

| would not record his face during the video recorded interview. 


Witness told me he saw deputies talking to Suspect Gibson, who was standing in front of 
the entrance to a market. The deputies were telling Suspect Gibson to turn around but Suspect 
Gibson refused to obey their orders and continued to ask, “What did | do?” Witness ll toi 
me he heard the deputies tell Suspect Gibson to turn around or place his hands behind his back 
numerous times for which he refused to comply. After several seconds of refusing to obey the 
deputies’ orders, Suspect Gibson told them he knew he was going to lose the fight and clenched 
his fists, taking a fighting stance. Witness EE said he saw a deputy strike Suspect Gibson 4 or 
5 times on the legs with a baton in order to knock him down. This appeared to cause Suspect 
Gibson to comply with their orders and he turned around At this point Witness MEME unec his 
attention to his young Ill who was still in his car. Witness lil stated he took his out of 
the car and by the time he turned his attention back to the deputies Suspect Gibson was already 
seated in the backseat of a radio car. Witness [lladded that the deputies were very clear in 
their instructions to Suspect Gibson and felt they did what they had to do. 


|, Sergeant Peterson, contacted Suspect Gibson's ED and 

ERA at the location of occurrence. They stated Suspect Gibson had just left their residence 
and was extremely angry and hostile. Shortly afterward they heard sirens and feared he had 
become involved in some type of incident. They drove in the direction they heard the sirens and 
eventually found the location where Suspect Gibson was being detained 


| interviewed on video. She told me Suspect Gibson had come to her new 
residence to help her andaher move. After they had finished for the day, Suspect Gibson 
drank a couple of beers, at which time he became agitated and hostile. a to calm 


Suspect Gibson because she did not want to cause problems at her new residence (Ms. 
could not remember her new address so she provided me with the address of her house). 


After trying unsuccessfully to calm Suspect Gibson down he stormed out of the location on foot. 
Ms. BAN: several family members tried to get Suspect Gibson to return to the location so 
they could drive him home but he refused to cooperate with them. Eventually the family members 
gave up and returned home, allowing Suspect Gibson to continue walking away from the location. 
Ms. [EB fold me Suspect Gibson has a long history of anger issues and stated he has a lot of 
personal problems. She told me she did not believe that alcohol was a factor in his behavior. She 
stated he frequently acts out whether or not he is drinking. 


| interviewed [EE who had accompanied IEEE in her search for Suspect 


Gibson after hearing the sirens. Ms. [told me Suspect Gibson had helped her and her 
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EE move into their new residence. After they had finished for the day, Suspect Gibson had a 
couple of beers becoming agitated and hostile Ms tried to caim Suspect Gibson down 
but he refused to cooperate with her or the other family members at the location. Suspect Gibson 
stormed out of the location on foot with several family members following him, trying to persuade 

him to return to their residence. The family members eventually returned without Suspect Gibson. 
Ms. o me Suspect Gibson has a history of anger issues. 


i ; - Suspect Gibson interview(s) 


Suspect Gibson Interview(s) Conducted by: & Watch Commander [x] Supervising 
Sergeant 


|, Lieutenant Lindblom attempted to conduct a videotaped interview of Suspect Gibson at 
Lakewood Regional Medica! Center at 2355 hours. It was immediately apparent that Suspect 
Gibson was extremely intoxicated. He was belligerent and hostile to the medical staff. He would 
caim down for brief periods of time then suddenly become agitated, hostile and belligerent. When 
we began the interview | asked him his name, and he told me it was Branden Gibson: Suspect 
Gibson then asked me why we had not read him his Miranda Rights when we arrested him. | told 
him it was not a requirement. He began yelling and referring to us as liars. | told Suspect Gibson 
this was his opportunity to tell me what happened between him and the deputies. Suspect Gibson 
said, “| don't know what the fuck you're talking about.” | asked him if he had an earlier dispute with 
his family members and if they had asked him to leave the house. Suspect Gibson told me he did 
not remember. He then said it was probably true because none of his family members wanted 
anything to do with him. Suspect Gibson again began screaming that we were supposed to read 
him his Miranda Rights and that filming him was illegal. Suspect Gibson told me, “Get the fuck. out 
of my face or read me my rights.” | tried to explain to -him we were not questioning him about a 
criminal matter and thai this was an administrative investigation only. | told him he did not have to 
speak with me if he did not want to and again told him this was his opportunity to tell me what 
happened between him and the deputies. Suspect Gibson continued to cuss and yell that we were 
required to read him his rights. He then asked what he was being charged with. | told him he was 
under arrest for assault with a deadly weapon. Suspect Gibson said he did not assault anyone 
and continued on about not being read his Miranda Rights, saying we were breaking the law. | 
asked Suspect Gibson if he had consumed any alcohol. Suspect Gibson told me he had been 
drinking all night. | asked.him if he was using any narcotics, and he told me he was not. | asked 
him if he had any mental problems, and he told me he did not. | asked him if he had any injuries. 
He would not answer me. He toid me he was taking the “fifth” and again said he would not talk to 
me unless ! read him his rights. | had Sergeant Peterson film the visible injuries Suspect Gibson 
had. | saw bruising on the left and right side of Suspect Gibson's shoulder/back area, bruising on 
both legs, an abrasion on his right leg, as well as slight swelling to the nose/face area. | 
discontinued the interview at 0000 hours. 


Ae : Medical Review 


Suspect Gibson was treated at the scene by Los Angeles County Fire Department Company 98, 
under the direction of Captain Garcia. He was transported to Lakewood Regional Medical Center 
for additional treatment and clearance for booking. Suspect Gibson was examined by Doctor 
Steve Zielinski and received an MRI Suspect Gibson had bruises on his back and shoulder areas 
(right and left), an orbita! and nasal fracture, bruises on his left leg, and bruising and an abrasion 
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on his right leg. Doctor Zielinski said that the bruising on his shoulder and back areas, as well as 
the bruising and abrasion on his legs were consistent with being struck by a baton. Doctor 
Zielinski said the nasal and orbital fractures were consistent with being hit in the face with an 
elbow. 


g & Tactica 


(<1 Debriefing held to discuss training and tactical issues. 


The involved personnel are to be commended for their professionalism and restraint in dealing with 
a hostile, uncooperative and irrational suspect who was believed to be armed with a knife. The 
deputies gave Suspect Gibson several orders to place his hands on the hood of the radio car 
and/or to turn around which he chose to ignore. When it became clear Suspect Gibson intended to 
fight, the deputies used their impact weapons (expandable batons) in order to gain his compliance 
and stop the suspect's assaultive behavior. After Suspect Gibson appeared to be complying with 
their orders, he suddenly became assaultive again at which time Deputy Mailloux used persona! 
weapons in a very limited, yet effective manner and Deputy EEE was able to handcuff 
Suspect Gibson without further incident. 


The use of O.C. spray was discussed as an option when the suspect became assaultive again as 
they were trying to handcuff him, however, there were several concerns about using a chemical 
agent in this situation. When Suspect Gibson became assaultive the deputies were in very close 
proximity to him. The use of a chemical agent would very likely have contaminated Department 
personnel as well as Suspect Gibson. This would have had the effect of rendering deputies more 
susceptible to assault as they became distracted by the effects of the O.C. spray. Another concern 
is the fact that O.C. spray is not always immediately effective. In close quarters, personal weapons 
are typically more effective and accessible whereas the time it would take to remove their O.C 
spray from their belts and the time it might potentially take to affect the suspect would potentially 
give him the opportunity to assault one or more Department personnel. 


During our discussion, | recommended the use of the Taser over impact weapons in instances 
such as this one. The Taser would allow the deputies to maintain a safer distance from Suspect 
Gibson who was possibly armed with a knife at the time of their contact. The Taser has the 
potential to be as effective_in incapacitating a suspect as the use of impact weapons, without 
placing the deputies in a position where they could be assaulted with a sharp object. | stressed the 
importance of checking out a Taser at the beginning of their shift each day. None of the deputies 
were in possession of a Taser at the time of the incident. 


The deputies were confronted with an extremely hostile and belligerent suspect who had already 
assaulted two peaple, attempting to stab them with a butterfly knife. His family members confirmed 
he was acting aggressively and they were unable to control him. During my interview of the 
Suspect Gibson he displayed the same aggressive and hostile attitude The deputies did an 
excellent job in getting Suspect Gibson into custody with minimal injury to him and no injury to 
deputy personnel. The deputies used a limited number of baton strikes and assessed the 
situation. When Suspect Gibson appeared to be cooperating they ceased the strikes and 
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atternpted to handcuff him. When he again became combative he was immobilized with a single 
elbow strike and then handcuffed without further incident. 


Regarding the use of the baton by Deputy Mailloux, during my interview | saw that Suspect Gibson 
had bruises consistent with baton strikes on both the left and right side of his upper back/shoulder 
area. In Deputy Mailloux’s report, he described hitting Suspect Gibson on his left shoulder area 
only. i spoke with Deputy Mailloux about his use of the baton on Suspect Gibson. Deputy 
Mailloux told me that as he struck Suspect Gibson with his baton on the left shoulder area, 
Suspect Gibson rotated his body forward squaring his left shoulder toward him, causing Deputy 
Mailloux’s baton strikes to roll/connect on the left and right side of Suspect Gibson’s rear shoulder 
and back area. The baton being fully expanded caused the strikes to cover the width of Suspect 
Gibson's back, explaining and being consistent with a full contact strike of the baton. 


The deputies’ use of force in this incident was measured and effective. | recommend no further 


action on this matter. 
Case Status -OO _| 


The District Attorney’s Office at Bellflower Court filed felony case #VA125857 against Suspect 
Gibson, charging him with two counts of 245(a)(1) P.C., and one count each of 21510(a) P.C. and 
148(a)(1) P.C.
